hoivever, it cannot originaie laws—its 
action is confined to those subjects which 
the King chooses to present for consid- 
eration ;,_and it is for this reason only 
that Hungary has been behind the age 
in political reform. 
Unu'l 1847 her pop- 


ulation was divided into two distinct and 
entirely separate classes—nobles 
peasants; and all of noble descent be- 
longed to the first class, whether rich or 
poor, titled or not. 
The entire class was 


exempt from laxation, and the whole 
burden of the Slate was borne by the 
peasants. 
In lhe course of events, the 


Dukes of Austria—the residuary lega- 
tees of all the rulers "by divine right" 
with whom ihey have ever intermarried 
—become Kings of Hungary, and thus 
it happens lhat Hungary has come to be 
considered merely an Austrian province. 
Each of these Dukes—more recem/y 
Emperors—on his accession to the throne, 
was obliged to swear that he would gov- 
ern in a consiiiuiional manner and sup- 
port the inslilulions of the Slale : but 
most of them—like the English Stuarts 
—have broken their oaths and endeavor- 
ed to substitute "divine righi" for law, 
despotism for liberty, consolidaiion for 
independence. 
But these altempts at 


usurpation 
have always been manfully 


met, and neither force nor fraud has ever 
yet been able lo deprive the Hungarians 
of their laws and their independence 
the most that Austria could accomplish 
was to keep them from advancing. 
For 


more than half a century the Hungarians 
have been trying to induce their Kings 
to call the atiention of their Diet to po- 
litical subjects, in order to bring about 
important reformations ; petition has fol- 
lowed petition ; and promise has follow- 
ed promise, only to be evaded or broken. 
At length, in 1847, the long-sought favor 
was granted ; lhe Archduke Paiaiine— 
representing the King—called lhe atten- 
tion of the Diet to ihose subjects which 
had been so long the object of petitions, 
and the results of the deliberations of that 
Assembly are without n parallel in histo- 
ry. 
The upper House—like the Eng- 


lish House of Lords—was composed of 
the hereditary nobilily-—owners of lhe 
soil, who received its produce and ivere 
exempt from taxation ; and the lower 
House was elected, in a great measure, 
from the class of nobles, who were in 
like manner free from all the burdens of 
the State ; and yet, in lhe words of lhe 
wriier in Blackwood : 


"By unanimous voles of both Houses, 


the Diet nol only established 
perfect 


equality of civil rights and public bur- 
dens amongst all classes, denominations 
and races in Hungary, and its provinces, 
and perfect toleration of religious wor- 
ship ; but, with a perfect generosity per- 
haps unparalleled in the hisiory of na- 
tions, and which must extort the admira- 
tion even of those who may question the 
wisdom of the measure, the nobles of 
Hungary abolished their own right to ex- 
act either labor or produce in return for 
the lands held by the urbarial lenurc, 
and thus transferred lo the peasants the 
absolute ownership,free and forever, of 
nearly half (he cultivated land in the 
kingdom, reserving to the original pro- 
prieiors such compensation as lhe gov- 
ernment might award from the public 
funds of Hungary. 
More than 500,000 


peasant families were thus invested with 
the absolute ownership of from thirty to 
sixly acres of land each. 
The elective 


franchise 
was extended lo every man 


possessed of capital or property of the 
value of $150, or an annual income of 
850, lo every man who has received a 
diploma from a University, nnd lo every 
artisan who employs an apprentice." 


We repeal it, such an instance of lib- 


erality, of true patriotism, of disinleresied 
love of liberty, cannot be found in the 
history of the world. 
And this splendid 


deed is the true cause of the present war. 
It was this which roused lhe sluggish 
Austrians from lhe sleep of ages, and 
made them think of freedom. 
Il was 


this which lighted ihe flame of liberty in 
despotic Prussia. 
It was this which 


roused the crushed and bleeding Poles 
to another spasmodic effort for national- 
ity. 
It was this flash of light that distur- 


bed the Russian bear in his den. 
It was 


this sacrifice of time-honored, vested 
rights—this great concession of a gallant 
and generous race to the claims and long- 
lost rights of the people, which came 
near overturning all the despotisms of I 
Europe at one swoop.

—to iheir own borders.

free from the invader, but whether she 
will be able to maintain her freedom is a 
problem yet to be solved.

Russia ; and Russia only loo glad lo fight 
against liberty, has promised her aid, and 
her armies are already on ihe march lo 
redeem ihe promise.

We hope it is so, and if Rus- 


sia does nol heed the remonstrance, we 
irust they will go farther, and sustain,
